(a)  6/-  for  a half-day  session. 

(b)  10/-  for  a full  day  session. 
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This  arrang-ement  has  been  accepted  by  all  the 
authorities  in  control  of  the  various  buildings. 

(e)  Hospitals.  ^ 

A number  of  Hospitals  are  made  use  of  by  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  district.  Those  Hospitals  not  given  in  the 
following  list  which  are  most  used  are:  (1)  The  Cardiff  Royal 
Infirmary,  (2)  The  Port  Talibot  District  General  Hospital,  (3) 
Maesteg  Maternity  Home. 

Arrangements,  I believe,  are  being  made  whereby 
more  patients  will  be  able  to  be  treated  at  the  Bridgend  In- 
firmary, and  this  will  do  away  with  the  necessity  for  so  many 
being  treated  at  Cardiff  as  at  present. 

(3)  (1) — Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

Twelve  midwives  are  practising  within  the  area  of 
your  Council.  None  are  employed  by  your  Council,  or 
directly  subsidised  by  your  Council,  but  two  are  employed  by 
Voluntary  Associations. 

Maternity  cases  from  the  district,  by  special  arrange- 
ment, can  be  sent  into  the  Bridgend  Maternity  Home,  and 
below  are  the  regulations  and  scale  of  charges  decided  upon 
by  the  Council : — 

( 1 ) Regulations — 

(a)  The  income  to  be  considered  should  be  the  net  in- 

come after  deducting  rent. 

(b)  Where  the  income  to  the  home  is  £2  8s.  and  under, 

no  charge  should  be  made. 

(c)  From  all  income  in  excess  of  £2  8s.  a deduction  of  4s. 

should  be  made  for  each  child,  and  twice  the 
balance  remaining  should  be  the  amount  to  be  re- 
paid to  the  Council. 

(d)  This  payment  should  be  the  full  and  final  amount 

which  should  be  demanded,  irrespective  of  the 
period  for  which  the  patient  remains  in  the  Home. 

(e)  Persons  earning  an  income  of  £4  16s.  or  over,  should 

pay  the  full  fees.

Od.-,  of 
which  £615  Os.  6d.  was  recoverable  from  patients. 


Maternal  Deaths. 

Seven  women  lost  their  lives  during  or  as  a result  of 
childbirth.

The  midwife  in  attendance  upon  the  case  is  interviewed 
and  the  following  particulars  obtained : — 

(1)  Number  of  visits  made  by  midwdfe  previous  to 
labour  commencing. 

(2)  Number  of  times  urine  was  examined,  and  the 
results  thereof. 

(3)  The  results  of  any  ante-natal  examinations. 

The  medical  practitioner  in  attendance  upon  the  case 
is  visited,  and  any  particulars  given  by  him  in  regard  to  the 
case  are  noted. 

A form  giving  in  detail  an  account  of  each  case  is  sent 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

After  a notification  of  the  above  disease,  a visit  is  paid 
to  the  home  and  to  the  medical  attendant.  In  every  case  the 
following  facilities  are  offered: — 

(a)  The  services  of  a Specialist,  whose  fee  is  paid  by 
the  Local  Authority,  except  in  those  cases  where 
the  financial  position  is  such  that  this  payment  is 
not  required. 

(:b)  Isolation  and  treatment  at  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
Cefn  Hirgoed. 

Post-Natal  Attendances. 

In  addition  to  those  shown  in  Table  17,  many  mothers 
were  given  post-natal  advice  at  the  various  Child  Welfare 
Clinics. 

Dental  Treatment. 

During  the  year,  by  arrangement  with  the  Glamorgan 
Education  Committee,  28  cases  received  Dental  Treatment; 
of  these  cases  15  were  children  under  five  years  of  age,  and  13 
were  expectant  or  nursing  mothers. 

The  cost  of  the  treatment  was  as  follows : — 

(a)  For  dental  treatment:  (1)  Mothers,' 3s.  6d.  per 
case.  (2)  Children,  3d.  per  case. 

(b)  For  dentures:  £2  17s.  Od.  for  a complete  denture, 
and  for  partial  dentures  a lesser  cost,  determined 
by  the  size  of  the  denture. 
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For  the  year,  the  total  cost  was  made  up  as  follows : — 
rhildren  under  live  years  of  age,  3/9;  expectant  or  nursing 
iJiothers  £2  5s.  6d. ; total  £2  9s.  3d.,  of  which  all  was  paid  by 
parents. 

(ii)  Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  or  Children. 

There  is  none  provided. 


(iii)  Health  Visitors. 

Five  fulil-time  Health  Visitors  are  empliotyed. 

As  soon  as  possible  after  each  child  (whose  birth  has 
been  notified)  has  reached  the  age  of  fourteen  days,  the  home 
is  visited  by  one  of  the  Health  Visitors.  Thereafter,  a visit 
is  paid  every  four  weeks  until  the  child  has  reached  the  age 
of  three  months.  From  three  months  onwards  to  five  years 
of  age,  the  child  is  visited  once  every  three  months. 

The  above  applies,  of  course,  only  in  cases  where,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Health  Visitor,  the  child  is  making  satisfactory 
progress. 

In  those  cases  where  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  appro- 
priate Infant  Welfare  Centre  or  Health  Visitor  thinks  that 
more  frequent  visits  are  necessary,  this  is  done.  If  requested 
by  the  Medical  Practitioners,  more  visits  are  paid  in  special 
cases. 


(iv)  Child  Life  Protection  (under  Part  I.  of  the  Children  Act, 
1908,  as  amended  by  the  Children  and  Young  Persons 
1932^, 

Authority  advertised  that  in  their  area  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  to  be  the  person  to  whom 
notices  under  Part  I.  of  the  Act  must  be  sent.  The  Health 
Visitors  employed  by  your  Council  were  appointed  Infant

(v.)  Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

Your  Council  has  now  made  arrangements  for 
Orthopaedic  treatment  which  cannot  be  carried  out  at 
own  Clinics  to  be  undertaken  at  the  Prince  of  Wales 
Hospital,  Cardiff. 

Nineteen  new  cases  were  sent  for  treatment  in  1945 
and  17  were  out-patients,  at  a cost  of  JtS  17s.  lOd.  Twenty- 
one  patients  continued  treatment  commenced  in  previous 
years,  one  as  in-patient  and  twenty  as  out  -patients.  The 
total  cost  was  £53  14s.  6d.  (In-patients  £16  11s.  6d.;  out- 
patients, £37  3s.  Od.) 

The  terms  upon  which  treatment  will  be  undertaken  by 
this  Hospital  are  as  follows: — Registration  fee,  5s.;  plasters, 
if  necessary,  2s.  to  15s.  each;  X-ray,  10s.  6d.  Indoor  patients,

varies  according  to  each  case. 

SECTION  C. 

1. — Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

( 1 ) Water. 

The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  was  established  in 
1920,  and  took  over  the  various  water  undertakings  and 
started  to  function  on  January  1st,  1921.  The  mains  of  the 
Board  are  now  laid  within  every  Parish  of  the  Penybont 
Rural  District  Council,  with  the  exception  of  Sker. 

During  the  year  1941,  ten  Chlorination  Plants  were  in- 
stalled in  concrete  houses  at  the  Upland  sources  of  the 
Board’s  supply — all  of  which  have  been  functioning  satis- 
faJctorily  during  1944. 

The  Board  have  been  able  to  maintain  a pure,  satis- 
factory and  continuous  supply  of  water  in  all  districts,  with 
the  exception  of  a few  isolated  properties  at  high  levels, 
where  there  has  been  occasional  interruptions  of  supply. 

The  Chlorination  Plants  now  operating  in  connection 
with  all  the  main  sources  of  supply  continue  to  work 
efficiently,  and  each  of  the  forty-eight  samples  submitted 
from  the  various  sources  to  the  County  Laboratory  for 
analyses  have  produced  satisfactory  reports.  In  addition, 
tests  taken  daily  at  Schwyll,  and  nearly  as  frequently  in  the 
Upland  sources,  indicate  that  adequate  treatment  of  Chlorine 
is  given.

Quality  of  Water.

Ihirty-two  samples  of  water  for  bacteriollogicau  and 
chemical  examinations  were  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst 
during  the  year  by  the  Penybont  Council.  FTinety-five 
samples  were  submitted  by  the  Water  Board. 

There  is  an  ample  supply  of  water  for  the  district. 

There  has  been  close  co-operation  between  the  Mid- 
Glamorgan  Water  Board  and  the  Penybont  District  Council, 
and  I have  had  the  greatest  help  from  the  Manager  of  the

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food.

SECTION  F. 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious  and 
Other  Diseases. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during 
1945  was  a decrease  over  that  of  1944. 

The  actual  number  of  each  disease  can  be  seen  from  the 
appropriate  table. 

Scarlet  B'ever  shows  a slight  decrease.  The  disease  was 
of  a mild  type.  Of  the  59  cases  notified,  35  were  removed  to 
Hospital  because  of  no  suitable  accommodation  in  the  home, 
and  in  a few  instances  because  the  mother  was  pregnant. 
Very  few  complications  developed  amongst  these  pses  of 
Scarlet  Fever.  The  average  length  of  stay  in  hospital  was 
under  four  weeks. 

Diphtheria  showed  a decrease  over  1944.  One  death  occur- 
red from  this  disease.  All  the  cases  except  one  were  treated 
in  hospital.  Diphtheria  immunisation  is  carried  out  at  the 
Penyibont  Council  Offices,  Bridgend,  and  at  Kenfig  Hill  Infant 
Welfare  Oinic,  and  clinics  were  held  three  times  weekly. 
During  1945,  479  children  were  immunised  of  which  60 
were  school  children,  and  419  pre-school  children.  23 
children  started  the  treatment  and  did  not  have  the  second  or 
third  injeictions.  Either  Alum  Precipitated  Toxin  (B.  W.  & 
Co.  A.P.T.)  or,  in  children  over  12  years.  Toxoid  Anti  Toxin 
Floccules  (B.W.  & Co.  T.A.F.)  was  used.  There  were  200 
children  re-immunised. 

The  Probationer  Nurses  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  are 
also  immunised  against  diphtheria. 

No  Measles  serum  for  propylaxis  was  used  in  the  district. 

All  cases  of  measles  and  whooping_  cough  under  five 
years  of  age  are  visited  by  the  Health  Visitors.  Two  cases 
of  Measles  were  admitted  into  Hospital. 

All  the  cases  of  malaria  notified  were  induced  cases. 

W^here  any  cases  of  scarlet  fever  are  treated^  at  home,  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  visit  as  frequently  as  they  think  necessary 

There  is  no  provision  made  at  present  for  the  typing  of 
pneumococci.  All  cases  of  pneumonia  are  not  notified. 

Head  teachers  are  advised  of  all  cases  notified  amongst 
school  children  and  those  living  in  the  same  house.

During  the  year  one  building  converted  to  a cowshed 
with  suitable  floor;  the  floors  to  four  cowsheds  taken  up  and 
relaid  in  concrete  with  cement  finish,  drainage  channels  pro- 
vided and  new  cement  feeding  troughs  provided  to  these 
sheds.

P'urther  imiproivemen'ts  carried  out  during  the  year  in- 
clude .lighting  and  ventilation  improved  in  tiwO'  cases,  water 
laid  on  to  four  cowsheds,  electric  light  installed  in  two  cow- 
sheds and  the  approaches  to  cowsheds  improved  iai'  a number 
of  cases. 

The  milk  supply  of  the  .area  during  the  years  of  war, 
from  the  cleanliness  point  of  view,  has  not  been  up  to  pre- 
war standard,  and  still  has  not  attained  the  desired  standard. 

As  .previously  stated,  the  farmer  has  been  cailled  upon 
during  thie.se  years  to  carry  out  .much  additional  work  on  the 
farm  with  a depleted  staff,  with  the  resiu.d  that  something 
which  S'hO'uld  be  done  hlas  been  left  undone. 

Ihe  sampling  of  the  milk  of  all  producers  in  the  area 
commenced  towards  the  end  of  the  year  1944  was  con- 
tinued during  this  year.  Altogether  329  samples  of  both 
graded  and  ungraded  milk  were  taken  for  analysis  this  year. 

From  time  to  time,  with  a view  to  improving  the  milk 
supply,  a sub-committee  of  the  Council  met  milk  producers 
in  cases  "where  the  samples  analysed  were  unsatisfactory 
and  from  the  discussions  which  took  place  much  good  should 
be  derived. 


All  producers  were  circularised  with  a letter 
upon  methods  to  be  adopted  and  precautions  to  be 
them  in  order  to  produce  a clean  milk  supply.

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS  INSPECTION. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  present  system  of  centralised 
slaughtering,  w'hich  was  brought  about  during  the  war,  will 
cO'ntinue  in  the  future,  as  there  is  no  d'oulht  about  it  that  meat 
inspection  is  more  efficiently  carried  out  under  this  system. 

The  meat  supply  for  the  area  is  obtamed  from  twm 
Central  Depots,  one  at  Port  Talbot  which  supplies  Pyle, 
Kenfig  Hill  and  Cefn  districts,  and  the  other  at  Bridgend 
which  supplies  the  remaining  parts  of  the  area. 


Generally,  the  meat  supplied  by  these  Depots  has  been 
of  reasonably  good  quality. 


The  sTau'gbteriing  of  bacon  pigs  by  farmers  and  house- 
holders for  their  awn  conisumption  continues. 

None  of  the  privately  owned  slaughter-houses  are  new 
used  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  licensed,  apart 
from  the  slaughter-houses  at  the  Angelton  and  Parc  Gwyllt 
Mental  Hospitals,  where  slaughtering  of  animals  is  carried 
out  sio'kly  for  the  needs  of  these  Institutions.
